BULLFIGHTER’S 
DEATH 


Bravest Of Spain’s 
Ring Heroes 


TOOK: ONE CHANCE 
TOO MANY 


Madrid, Sept. 1. 


With the denth of Ignacio San- 
chez Mafias, Spain has lost not 
her best but certainly her bravest 
bullighter. Only « few weeks ago 
he “came back” to the ring at the 
age of forty-neven. Unilke most 
pulifighters he was oa cultered 
man, and mixed in Hterary circles 
and, In addition to fostering poctry 
and folk-lore in his native Andalu- 
sia, wrote a play entitled “Sin 
Razon," which was produced in 
Madrid. 


The son of a doctor, Sanchez 
Mejins refused to study medicine 
and went off to Mexico where he 
enrned fifty cents a day feeding 
the bulls ina ring in Mexico City. 
Lator in life he earned £1,200 in 
one afternoon in the same ring. 
He married a sister of "“Josclito,” 
the greatest pullfighter of modern 
Spain. ‘After nearly ten years’ 
absence from the ving, he waa 
evidently inépired to return by the 
example of two other vetcrans, 
Tuan Belmonte and “Bl Gallo,” 
who this year have returned to 
give a) new atimulus to a sport 
which seemed to be on the decline. 


Sanchez Mejias had really no 
business to be In the ring at Man- 
zanares, in La Mancha, where he 
received his fatal injury when a 
big: black bull with razorlike horns 
tore open his 
supreme effort he seized the head 
of the animal and wrenched the 
horn from his leg. He tovk the 
place at the Inst moment of Dom- 
ingo Ortega, who waa hurt in a 
ent smash avhile returning from 
the fatal “corrida” in La Corunna, 
at which a sword knocked from 
the hand-ef Juan Belmonte had 
killed a spectator. 


FAVOURITE MANOEUVRE. 


Although Sanchez Mejias was 
nota master ‘of style, like Juan 
Belmonte, for example, his bravery 
was extraordinary.» One of his 
favourite manoeuvres was to scat 
himself on the low ledge of the 
wooden barrier which runs round 
the ring, and to bring the bull 
racing’ past him, only an inch or 
ay from his body. In his Inst 
fight he took too great a chance. 
The bull’ passed 80 close that he 
was knocked off his balance, and. 
before he could recover, with the 
quickness of which fighting” bulls 
are capable, the animal swung 
back again and drove one horn 
deep into the fighter’s thigh.

The Hon. Mr.. Kotewall, in a | 
speech noteworthy for its out- 
spokenness and cogency, advanc- 
ed a strong plea not only for 
such a reduction, which was 
warmly supported by ‘the Hon. 
Mr. Braga, but also for a varia- 
tion in the method of assessment 
of. Chinese tenement houses. 
The total cost of the suggested 
concessions amount to some two 
and a quarter million dollars, 
and Mr. Kotewall’s suggestion 
was that this might, without 
impairing the financial stability” 
of the Colony in any way, be met 
from surplus balances. His 
excellency the Governor, in his 
reply, joined issue on most of ; 
the arguments adduced in favour ' 
of the suggestions advanced, | 
holding, in particular, that the 
proposals put forward would 
invelve the vicious principle of 
the Colony living on its capital, 
to which he was ‘entirely -op- 
posed. In view, however, of the 
fact that.there is every prospect 
of the credit balance being kept 
well up to the ten million dollar 
mark by the end of the coming 
year, it is difficult to sce how 
a concession costing just over 
two millions can be regarded as 
coming within the category of: 
eating into capital. in any 
case, it is well to remember that 
it is only in recent years that 
the Government has-seen fit to 
budget for. a continuing surplus 
of ten millions. As we have 
previously had occasion to re- 
mark, the original iden of pre- 
serving such a balance was to 
make it possible for the Govern- 
ment to face adverse times with 
equanimity. Those adverse 
times have arrived, and. the 
argument that some of the sur- 
plus might now be called upon 
appears to be reasonably based. 
As Mr. Kotewall aptly asked, “if 
the present is not the time to 
make the best use of this sur- 
plus, when is’the time?” His 
Excellency further suggests. that 
if a reduction in the assessment 
were made, it would - only be 
temporary and would have to be 
reinstated in the comparatively 
near future. Here, again, there 
is room for divergence of view- | 
point, since whilst it is true that 
the future may witness a fur- 
ther falling-off in revenue, t! ero 
{s also a distinct possibility. not 
only” of ‘conditions’ improving,.

It Is certainly true that Hong- 
kong lacks artificlal amusements.

Tourists are recognised as an 
“Industry” by many parts of the 
world with much less to offer than 
Hongkong. Gilbraltar, for. ins- 
tance, has a: profitable trade in 
travel. To be sure, Gilbraltar is 
within easy reach of the great 
centres of population. of Europe, 
and Hongkong is too: far: removed 
to make an appeal in that direction 
profitable. There is every Indica- 
tian. however, that with the revival 
of the tinies, the United States and 
Canada. Australia and New Zea- 
Innd will be ready for the cultiva= 
tion of n tourist crop. From them 
will come travellers in ever-increns- 
ing numbers. But in order to 
benefit to the greatest possible 
degree, it will be necessary for 
Ilongkong to make some effort to 
attract these visitors. Sir Thomas 
Southorn intimated, that the 
Government might. be willing to 
lend financial assiatanee to such an 
undertaking, and with the co- 
operation of interested private 
enterprise there is no doubt but 
that a valuable bit of propagandis- 
ings would be mide possible.

THE PLEA FOR TAX 
REDUCTION 


Apart from the high cost of 
Government, which is frankly 
admitted by H.E. the Governor, 
probably “the ‘outstanding issue 
raised by Unofficial members 
during the Budget debate yes- | 
terday was the demand for a 
reduction in tre assessment tax. 
The Hon. Mr. Kotewall, in a 
specch noteworthy for its out- 
spokenness and cogency, advane- 
ed a strong plea not only for 
such a reduction, which. was 
warmly supported’ by the Hon, 
Mr. Braga, bit also for a varia. 
tion in the method of assessment 
of Chinese tenement - houses. 
The total cost of the sugested 
concessions amount to some two 
and a quarter million dollars, 


was that this might, without: 
impairing’ the financial stability 
of the Colony in any way, be met 
from surplus balances. His 
Excellency the Governor, in his 
reply,- joined issue on most of | 
the arguments adduced in favour : 
of the suggestions advanced, 
holding, in particular, that the 
proposals put forward would 
involve the vicious principle of 
the Colony living on its capital, 
to which he was entirely op- 
posed. In view, however, of the 
fact that there is every prospect 
of the credit balance being kept 
well up-to the ten million dollar 
mark by the end of the coming 
year, it is difficult to see ‘how 
a concession costing just over 
two millions can be regarded as 
coming within the. category of 
eating into capital. in any 
case, itis well to remember that 
it is only in recent years’ that 
the Government has seen fit to 
budget for a continuing surplus 
of ten millions. As we have 
previously had occasion ‘to re- 
mark, the original idea of pre- 
serving such a balance was to 
make it possible for the Govern- 
ment to face adverse times with 
equanimity. Those adverse. 
times have arrived, and the 
argument that some of the sur- 
plus might now be called upon 
appears to be reasonably based. 
As Mr. Kotewall aptly asked, “if 
the present is not the. time to 
make the best use of this sur- 
plus, when is the time?” His 
Excellency further suggests that 
if.a reduction in the assessment 
were made, it would only. be 
temporary and would have to bo 
reinstated in the comparatively 
near future. Here, again, there 
is room for divergence of vicw- 
point, since whilst it ig true that 
the future may witness 2 -fur- 
ther falling-off in revenue, thore 
is also a distinct Possibility not 
only of conditions improv

his close acquaintance, Lord 
Snowden has excited my interest 
and admiration more than any 
Socialist of ‘his time, more than 
all but a handful of Englishmén 
of the present century, He is. at 
man.after my own heart. A 
flame burns within him which only 
death will extinguish. His clo- 
quent tongue, lis grim .courage, 
his masterful will, the fierce 
daunting grip of his personality

He was born in a two-roomed 
cottage in the West Riding hamlet 
uf Ickornshaw, in the parish of 
Cowling.
